The fact remains. Sugar, insofar 
as it is a major portion of each 
problem dish set before the 
American people, has been elimi- 
nated. We can hope this means 
leaner thinking. 


That the American. economy 
ras been slipping for more than 
a year was politically concealed 
until the declines of autumn cried 
aloud for relief. Mr. Richard Nix- 
on recently has said that the 
sharp October decline in employ- 
ment was one of the major rea- 
sons for his narrow defeat. The 
statistics are available, and they 
are not presently encouraging. 


It is, therefore, the worst sort 
of fatuousness for the right-wing 
Republican leadership to be com- 
plaining about Mr. Kennedy’s 
plain words. The nation’s prestige 
and economy have declined and 
one of the reasons for this un- 
happy state of affairs is the long 
lack of plain words and the ex- 
cessive use of sugar in national 
pronouncements. 


Illness 


The reaction of the Republican 
senators to the Kennedy messages 
is evidence of an illness within 
the party plainly visible to even 
amateur diagnosticians. It is re- 
vealed by the bitterness of this 
group toward Richard M. Nixon. 


In their report on the anatomy 
of defeat they ascribe all blame 
to him. Their own victories blind- 
ed them to the fact that one of 
the facets in the mosaic of defeat 
was the lack of good Fepublican 
candidates. (Illinois was a prime 
example. ) 


Still another piece of it wa~ the 
image of the party as provided 
by Senators Halleck, Bridges, 
Goldwater, et al. The fact that 
local conditions, economic and so- 
ciological, provided them with 
victory does not at all establish 
them as being in the national 
image of what is required to put 
a Republican in the White House. 


That John Kennedy won at all 
was something of a political mira- 
cle. But, he won, in part, because 
of the minority votes in the large 
urban areas. This vote was in 
protest against the image so long 
thrown on the nation’s political 
screen by the gentlemen now so 
peevish and so articulate in their 
narrow protest against the facts 
of life. They, along with a number 
of lesser known political figures, 
are in what might be called a 
state of political diabetic shock 
from lack of sugar. 


No Spokesman 


The GOP presently seems to 
have no spokésman but the ex- 
treme right. That its members 
have met and determined upon a 
policy of partisan opposition, no 
matter how extreme and con- 
stricted, is undenied. This can- 
not, in the long run, be other than 
helpful to the Kennedy admin- 
istration. It already has taken on 
the aspect of petty, even frivolous 
carping, such as Sen. Bridges’ 
demands to know what deals 
brought home the two U:S. fliers 
from Soviet prisons. The Demo- 
crats will profit. 


The spectacle of the Republi- 
cans refusing even to applaud 
as the President entered to 
make his State of the Union ad- 
dress was, at best, a petty and 
unattractive one: This was child- 
ishness and not good for the na- 
tion to see. 


But, what about the Republican 
Party? It is known that Gov. Nel- 
son Rockefeller, in New York, is 
quiet because he thinks it is good 
for his political philosophy to have 
Senators Bridges, Halleck, Gold- 
water, et al, continue in full, criti- 
cal voice. In the long run this will 
benefit him, too. These gentlemen 
apparently are vent on driving 
all progressive influences from 
their party. If they wish to re- 
peat the error of 1912 when their 
political ancestors drove Teddy 
Roosevelt and his following out of 
~ the ranks, they can. The Demo- 
crats will thank them. 


All they need to understand is 
that they really should not con- 
fuse the sound of their voices 
with Jehovah's thunder,

420-mile rocket flight of a chim- 
panzee in a Mercury capsule 
launched from Cape Canaveral. 
The chimp received a hero’s wel- 
come on its return to the Cape 
Wednesday. 


There were hints, but no con- 
firmation, that the Samos satellite 
now orbiting the earth is equipped 
with cameras that could take 
reasonably good land photos. In 
any event, the Samos is planned 
not only as a possible substitute 
for the abandoned U2 plane recon- 
naissance, but as an inspeciion in- 
strument in any disarmament 
agreement. 


PART OF MERCURY SERIES 


The chimpanzee rocket flight is 
part of the Mercury series, con- 
ducted by the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration. It 
ultimately will see an effort to 
launch a man into space and 
bring him back safely. 


The military significance of the 
Minuteman, it was noted here, 
lay not only in its reinforcement 
of other nuclear weapons. The 
Minuteman is expected to provide 
the “bigger bang for a buck”’ that 
defense officials have sought since 
nuclear-armed planes and rockets 
have tripled peacetime defense 
budgets in little over a decade.

In a further comparison, the 
Polaris submarines with 16 mis- 
siles cost $120 million.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Presi- 
dent Kennedy Wednesday an- 
nounced a series of sweeping ‘anti- 
recession measures, including a 
speedup in payment of veterans 
insurance dividends and a “food 
stamp” program to help feed the 
unemployed in five key areas. 


He also told his second White 
House news conference that re- 
strictions imposed by the Eisen- 
hower administration on the num- 
ber of military dependents over- 
seas would be lifted soon. He said ’ 
other ways had been found to 
make the same dollar savings 
abroad. 


TO BOLSTER MORALE 


He said the troop action was 
taken “in the national interest” 
to bolster morale and encourage 
enlistments. Ticking off such 
world trouble spots as Laos, the 
Congo and Cuba, he said: “I am 
not convinced as yet that the tide 
in critical areas of the world has 
turned in our favor.” 


The President announced that 
five “pilot projects” for food 
stamp distribution would be set 
up in areas with high chronic un- 
employment. There will be one 
each in West Virginia, Pennsyl- 
vania, southern Illinois, and east- 
ern Kentucky, with the fifth yet 
to be chosen. 


WILLING TO HELP 


Discussing possible sacrifices 
other Americans might have to 
make to improve the lot of the 
jobless, he said he hoped that a 
country ‘‘as powerful as ours” 
would be willing to help the un- 
employed. He said that not “all 
the burden of hardship should be 
placed upon them.

Unless the U.N. force in the 
Congo—now reduced to about 
14,000 men—is strengthened, he 
said, “it can be seriously ques- 
tioned whether the situation any 
longer would permit a_ useful 
United Nations contribution.” 


STEVENSON WARNED 


Adlai E. Stevenson, new head 
of the U.S. delegation, made his 
first appearance before a U.N. 
body when the council met at 3 
p.m.

The Soviet Union has 
declined to pay a share of the ex- 
penses of the U.N. force in the 
Middle East and is expected to 
take the same stand on the troops 
in the Congo.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 
Democrats who have a record of 
voting for most types of legisla- 
tion that President Kennedy fa- 
vors were tapped Wednesday for 
membership on the House Rules 
Committee. 


They are Representatives Carl 
Alabama and B. F. Sisk of Cali- 
fornia. 


They would fill two of the three 
new posts created in the key com- 
mittee under a_ resolution § ap- 
proved by a narrow 217-212 House 
vote Tuesday. 


The Republicans will fill the 
third place. 


MAJORITY WANTED 


Administration forces hope that 
by enlarging the committee to 15 
members, in place of the previous 
12, they will be able to command 
an 87 majority on most issues. 


Heretofore the committee has 
often been dominated by a Repub- 
lican-Southern Democrat coalition 
that has delayed or blocked some 
major social-economic measures. 


The Rules Committee deter- 
mines what bills approved by oth- 
er committees will go to the 
House floor for action, and in 
what order. It also sets the terms 
under which they will be consid- 
ered 


NOT FORMAL 


Selection of Elliott and Sisk by 
the Democratic Committee on 
Committees became known when 
the group recessed its closed door 
meeting for lunch. Chairman Wil- 
bur Mills, D-Ark., said there 
would be no formal announcement 
until the group completed its 
choice for all committees. 


The House usually accepts the 
committee’s recommendations as 
a matter of routine. 


Sisk expressed general agree- 
ment with the program outlined 
by Kerinedy, but said he could 
not -pledge himself ‘‘to vote pell 
mell” for every measure in what- 
ever form it might be presented 
to Congress.

Arabs Threaten __ 
Break with France 


BAGHDAD, Iraq (#—Ten Arab League countries 
threatened Wednesday to break relations with France 
if the war in Algeria continues. 


A resolution was passed unani- 
mously by the foreign ministers 
after a report by Algerian Pro- 
visional Foreign Minister Krim 
Belkassem. It also promised more 
“weapons as soon as possible’’ for 
the nationalist fighters. 


Their threat to sever ties with 
France—a step demanded by Bel- 
kassem, was worded this way: 
“Arab countries will reconsider 
their political, diplomatic and eco- 
nomic relations with France if the 
latter continues its war with the 
Algerian people.”’ 


Five of the member countries 
have had no diplomatic relations 
with France since 1956. They are 
the United Arab Republic, Iraq, 
Jordan, Yemen and Saudi Arabia. 
But the other five, Lebanon, Mor- 
occo, Tunisia, Libya and Sudan 
still maintain ties, although Su- 
dan called home its ambassador 


after the recent French nuclear 
test in, the Sahara. 


In an attempt to put more bite 
in the threat of rupture, league 
members also vowed to ask Asian 
and African states ‘‘and all other 
countries supporting the national 
struggle’ to cut off relations.

Blind Obstructionism Is 
Wrong Course for GOP 


President Kennedy has demonstrated 
he intends to ask no quarter in fighting 
for legislation he deems necessary to move 
the United States off center and to get 
the economy moving to meet our obliga- 
tions at home and abroad. 

For the first time since the Truman 
administration, it now is obvious that the 
fireworks in Washington will be loud and 
acrimonious. There will be détermined 
executive leadership but far from una- 
nimity in Congress. There will be few 
niceties for niceties’ sake as was the case 
under Mr. Eisenhower. 

Debate and opposition is a good thing 
in a democracy. But opposition for op- 
position’s sake quickly will be spotted 
and dealt with by the American people.

Sales Taxes Collected 
Should Go to the State 


The present system of sales tax brack- 
ets set up by Dixon Oxford as revenue 
commissioner is working satisfactorily. It 
should not be abandoned by action of the 
General Assembly unless there is com- 
plete assurance that a better method 
which would yield more revenue can be 
found. 

Under existing rules, merchants col- 
lect the sales tax on individual sales and 
pay the amount collected on individual 
sales to the state. They may retain 3 per 
cent of amount collected as expenses of 
collection. Remittances to the state were 
formerly on a gross sales basis, with the 
merchant still retaining 3 per cent. Under 
that system merchants did not remit all 
taxes collected on individual sales, thus 
receiving a windfall. 

Rep. Taylor Phillips of Bibb proposes 
another change. He would collect under 
a slightly different brackets system, per- 
mitting merchants to pay on gross col- 
lections but deleting their 3 per cent 
commission. He claims it would yield 
more money and be more convenient for 
merchants. 

On t contrary, Commissioner Ox- 
ford’s office says Rep. Taylor’s proposal 
would cost the state $1,500,000 in taxes 
actually collected from customers but 
not remitted.

Everybody Can Support 
County Unit Change 


Rep. Scoggin’s bill to modify the coun- 
ty unit system still fails to weigh Geor- 
gia votes fairly. The only way to do that 
is to quit weighing them, and let one 
man’s vote count as much as another’s. 
In other words, scrap the county unit 
system. 

The legislature still would be rurally 
dominated. Its seats are weighed consti- 
tutionally. Those who fear urban domina- 
tion consistently overlook that fact—that 
the legislative branch would remain in 
rural hands. 

But the life of the county unit system 
is being risked presently in a court suit. 

Rep. Scoggin seeks simply to modify it 
so it will be fairer than it is while it lasts. 
He hopes thereby to make it last longer. 
It would pay rural areas to support the 
modification. As for urban voters, they 
can only rattle their chains now; and since 
a little justice is better than none, who 
are they to oppose it? 

A more likely course by the legisla- 
ture would be formation of the proposed 
study committee, to search for ways to 
modify the county unit system. That, too, 
is good. The Sibley Commission showed 
how constructively a study group can 
work in the interest of all parties.

How Georgia Stacks Up 


With Kansas’ Reforms 


When Dr. WiJliam C. Menninger 
speaks, those interested in mental health 
listen. 

Therefore it is good to note his praise 
for progress made thus far in Georgia. 

He also had some timely reminders. 
Legislatures which try to do something 
about mental health reform, Dr. Mennin- 
ger said, are prone to provide “bricks and 
mortar but not enough brains.” 

Kansas, which has won nationwide 
acclaim for its treatment of the mentally 
ill, used to “economize” by spending $1.09 
per day per patient. But lengthy hospital- 
ization required in most cases meant an 
average cost of $7,000 per discharged 
patient. 

Now Topeka State Hospital spends $9 
per day per patient but only $4,000 aver- 
age before the patient is discharged. The 
reason for the latter reduction: improved 
methods of treatment and better care en- 
able it to discharge 85 per cent of patients 
within a year, 70 per cent of them within 
90 days. 

How far does Georgia have to go to 
catch up? One index is that we are pay- 
ing only $2.75 per day per patient, with 
only slight increases on the drawing 
boards for the next couple of years.

Kennedy Wins 
Another Squeaker 


WASHINGTON—President Kennedy won an 
important victory to prevent the conservative 
rules committee of the House of Representatives 


from obstructing his legislative program, but he and his acetiors 
cannot be wholly satisfied with the nature of the victory. 


Remiriscent of his narrow mar- 
gin over Richard M. Nixon in 
the presidential election, this 
critical decision was carried by 
only five votes: 217 to 212. This 
will Jet him take another step 
forward, but he is still squeak- 
ing through on power; he is not 
persuading the opposition and 
this is not good enough for the 
objective he seeks. 

For President Kennedy and this 
young new generation that has 
taken over executive power in 
Washington are seéking no nor- 
mal legislative victory. They are 
not merely aiming at increasing 
defense and foreign aid, housing 
and farm _ supports. 

But they are aiming at much 
more than that. These men are 
highly critical of the organiza- 
tion of our society, of its edu- 
cational system, its scale of 
values, its internal relations be- 
tween the races and between 
labor and management, its ex- 
ternal relations with the allies 
and the Communists. 

“I speak today,”’ the President 
said in his State of the Union 
address, “‘in an hour of national 
peril and national opportunity. 
Before my term has ended, we 


shall have to test anew whether 
a nation organized and governed 
such as ours can endure. The out- 
come is by no means cer- 
ee a 


This may be an accurate or 
an inaccurate appraisal of where 
the nation stands, but two points 
are fairly clear. The President 
and the men closest to him in 
the formulation of policy believe 
it to be true, and a very large 
minority of the Congress and the 
nation—perhaps even a majority 
—does not believe it is true. 

The major facts are not in dis- 
pute. Even on Capitol Hill where 
it is possible to get an argu- 
ment about almost anything, most 
men agree that the revolution in 
communications, the revolution in 
weapons of mass destruction, and 
the political and social revolu- 
tions in the underdeveloped re- 
gions of the world are creating 
unprecedented problems for all 
the Western nations and espe- 
cially the United States. 

Only in the northwest corner 
of the world—North America and 
northern Europe—is there any- 
thing like general economic se- 
curity.

Should the U.S. 


Resume Testing? 


WASHINGTON—A Kennedy disarmament task 
force recommended a course of action—which 
the President has approved—dealing with half of 


the problem of negotiating a nuclear test ban with Russia. The report 
deals prudently with the easier part of the problem by recommending 
a delay up to six months before resuming the Geneva talks. 


It does not answer the harder 
and equally urgent question: If 
delay in re-opening negotiations is 
desirable, is the continued mora- 
torium on underground testing 
(from which there is no radio- 
active fall-out) desirable? 

Perhaps the task force gave to 
President Kennedy privately its 
views on this question, leaving 
it to the President to make a 
public announcement at a time 
he deems best. In any event, 
many people will, I believe, be 
anxiously concerned about the de- 
cision Kennedy reaches. 

This aspect of national security 
came into the campaign. Nixon 
spoke out explicitly while Kennedy 
held back. Nixon said that if he 
were elected he would press the 
Soviets for a prompt agreement 
with inspection and that if agree- 
ment with inspection was not 
forthcoming, he would soon au- 
thorize the resumption of under- 
ground testing. 

There are honest arguments 
both ways. But before we assume 
that it is desirable simultaneously 
to delay negotiations and retain 
the voluntary ban on testing, we 
ought to recognize that we are 
extending into a longer and longer 
period the very condition which 
the United States was determined 
to avoid: a test ban without in- 
spection. 

That's what we have now. 


» 


That’s what we have had since 
Oct. 31, 1958. 

The voluntary abandonment of 
testing without inspection, as ac- 
cepted by President Eisenhower, 
was based on the premise that 
it would contribute to a “good 
atmosphere” for the negotiations. 
The United States hoped to show 
how eager we were to go the 
extra mile to get a beginning 
step toward disarmament. We 
hoped, by giving up tests without 
an agreement on inspection, that 
we would then be in the best po- 
sition to induce the Soviets to 
accept a test ban agreement with 
inspection. 


The premise has been proved 
unsound. The Soviets have con- 
tinuously resisted an agreement 
on inspection and last spring, 
when some headway was appar- 
ently being made at Geneava, 
they broke off negotiations en- 
tirely. 


Did they break off negotiations 
because we were so far apart 
as to make negotiation useless? 
I wonder. I wonder if the Soviets 
did not break off the talks be- 
cause they were reaching a point 
where they would either have to 
say yes or admit to the world

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Flynt Bypassed, 


Lays Pressure 


To Leadership

Rep. John J. Flynt was bypassed for a spot on the 
House Appropriations Committee Wednesday even as he 
was charging that Kennedy administration leaders had 
tried to use the post to bribe him. 


Fourth District Rep. Flynt re- 
fused to identify the source of the 
bribe. 

TURNS DOWN JOB 

“Word was sent to me that my 
selection to the ‘House’ Appropri- 
ations Committee would depend 
on whether I voted for the reso- 
lution to pack the Rules Commit- 
tee,” Fiynt told a joint meeting 
of the Georgia General Assembly. 


“Without a moment's hesitation, 
I sent word back that neither Jack 
Flynt nor Georgia wanted any 
assignment that badly,”’ he told 
the applauding legislators. 


(In Washington, Rep. A. S. Her- 
long Jr. of Florida, who sponsored 
Flynt, -and Democrat James B., 
Frazier of Tennessee, both said 
Flynt wasn’t passed over because 
he defied Speaker Sam Rayburn. 


(W.Va. Democrat John M. Slack 
Jr., who got the only opening on 
the appropriations committee, 
simply “‘had more votes commit- 
ted’’ to him, said Frazier. ‘‘That’s 
all there was to it.”’) 


Rep. Flynt said the choice com- 
mittee assignment had been 
dangled before him in an attempt 
to influence his vote during the 
stormy fight to enlarge the House 
Rules Committee. 


Rep. Flynt denied a charge 
made Tuesday by former U.S. Rep. 
Erwin Mitchell that he and the 
other Georgia congressmen who 
voted against the Rules Commit- 
tee enlargement plan were fol- 
lowing dictates of “‘big business.”

PLANS AMENDMENT

provide that “‘each teacher who 
was employed for the previous 
school year shall receive an in- 
crease in salary of $400 per year 
on the amount received for the 
previous school year, and such in- 
crease shall be paid from state 
funds.”

Capitol Sit-In Curb

The Georgia Senate Wednesday approved a bill 
which could prevent the recurrence of Negro sit-in dem- 


onstrations at the Capitol. 

The Senate passed by a 30-0 vote 
a bill which limits the use of. the 
Capitol Building, outside of its 
usual functions, to “refresh- 
ment stands’”’ for state legislators 
and their guests. 


Sen. Gordon Knox Jr., admin- 
istration floor leader, said the 
amendment was being offered 
“for reasons known to all.” 


The cafeteria in the Capitol 
basement was closed follwing the 
sit-in demonstrations there. 


In other actions the Senate 
passed five other bills and in- 
definitely postponed a_ resolution 
which opposed the proposed merg- 
er of the Atlantic Coastline and 
Seaboard Air Line railroads. 


One bill passed by the Senate 
is aimed at prosecution of per- 
sons who organize juvenile gpelt 
rings.

Howard Overby of Gaines- 
ville, author of the bill on corpora- 
tion loans, said large corporations 
are sometimes willing to pay high- 
er interest rates than are allowed 
by statutes when they need large 
sums of money.

He said, “Dramatic progress 
has been made in the field of 
blood vessel surgery in which the 
interior of the blood vessel may 
be removed or whole sections of 
diseased arteries, including the 
aorta, may be replaced by using 
substitutes of nylon, dacron or 
teflon.” 


Dr. Orgain continued, ‘‘Circula- 
tion may now be restored in the 
aorta or major arteries supplying 
the brain, kidneys or extremities. 
Refinements in blood vessel sur- 
gery are needed, but once the 
problem of tissue transplants from 
one individual to another is licked

The January-February Grand 
Jury has directed its attention to 
an understanding of the applicable 
laws, both state and local, and 
to an investigation into the situa- 
tion relating to the sale of mixed 
drinks in the City of Atlanta and 
elsewhere in Fulton County. Ques- 
tions concerning whether in our 
opinion the laws were good or 
bad, and/or whether enforcement 
of the law would be popular or 
unpopular were avoided in our 
deliberations. We simply wished 
to ascertain what privileges and 
prohibitions are provided by ex- 
isting laws, and to learn the 
extent of enforcement of these 
laws. " 

The Revenue Tax Act to legalize 
and control alcoholic beverages 
and liquors adopted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Georgia on Feb- 
ruary 3, 1938, does not provide 
for any liquor retailers license 
other than the package store re- 
taller, It is illegal under this 
license to sell whiskey in less 
than one-half pint containers and 
the act states further that the 
package seals may not be broken 
on the store premises. Thus there 
is no provision in the law to per- 
mit the sale of mixed drinks in 
Georgia. 

In 1957, in the case of Raines 
vs. State, 96 Ga. App. 727, in 
affirming the judgment of a Mus- 
cogee County Superior Court, the 
Court of Appeals of the State of 
Georgia said: 

“The sale of spirituous intoxi- 
cating liquors is a privilege in 
this state and may be engaged in 
only in the manner expressly pro- 
vided by law by one who has 
been duly licensed under the pro- 
visions of law."’ 

This clearly held that the sale 
of mixed drinks was prohibited 
under the 1938 law. 

In 1951, the City of Atlanta 
adopted an ordinance providing 
for issuance of wine licenses pro- 
viding for the sale of wine by the 
drink. As of the present time 91 
of such licenses have been issued. 
These licenses do not permit the 
license holders to sell mixed 
drinks containing whiskey. Thus 
there is no conflict between the 
state law and the Atlanta ordi- 
nance. However, where the hold- 
ers of these wine ‘‘pouring’’ li- 
censes, who pay the city $1,000 
per year license fee, are selling 
mixed drinks containing whiskey, 
they do so in violation of the 
state law. 

It would appear that it is no 
more illegal to sell mixed drinks 
containing whiskey without se- 
curing a wine “pouring”’ license 
than if the $1,000 license is se- 
cured. In either case it is illegal. 

There has been no enforcement 
of the state law since 1949. At 
that time two cases were tried 
resulting in one conviction and 
one acquittal. There have been 
no more cases brought to trial 
since 1949. 

The responsibility for enforce- 
ment lies with the city govern- 
ment or with the county govern- 
ment in unincorporated areas of 
the county. 

CONCLUSIONS 

1. We cannot agree with the 
failure to enforce any valid law 
regardiess of the well-meaning 
reasons for failing to do so. 

2. We feel that the only alter- 
native to enforcement of the pres- 
ent law is to effect a change in 
the law. 

3. House Bill 345 introduced in 
the Georgia General Assembly on 
January 30, 1961, by Representa- 
tive Dicus of Muscogee County 
appears to us to be an adequate 
remedy to legalize the sale of 
mixed drinks in wet counties. 

We feel strongly that a change 
in the law is preferable to the 
present status of non-enforcement 
of existing law.

In the Missile Age 


WASHINGTON (WNS)—Despite the 132 rooms, 20 baths and 
five elevators in the White House, space will be one of the 
biggest problems for Mrs. Jacqueline Kennedy, believes Ona 
Griffin Jeffries, an authority on presidential protocol and author 
of “In and Out of the White House.” 


The reason, she said, is that the Kennedy children will require 
a nursery, the first one needed in the White House since the 
Cleveland administration. Furthermore, the children will roqere 


@ play area. 


“Mrs. Kennedy believes that the limelight is bad for the 


children, and as the President's 


wife she will have to work harder 


to give her children the sort of home life they ought to have.” 
This, she thinks, may mean reserving a section of the White 
House that will keep the children isolated from even semiofficial 
activity, and allow them room to play. 


“Jackie Kennedy has three uncommon attributes: poise, youth 
and experience in formal entertaining. She always seems in com- 
plete on and is a natural and sincerely charming woman, 


so there 


s no need to question her ability to handle the social 


functions of the White House and those expected of a presidential 


wife.” 


From Martha Washington to Mamie Eisenhower changes have 


been made to suit the etiquette of the times. 


“Indeed, many of 


our social customs today have been modeled on those of official 
Washington,” Mrs. Jeffries explained. The'next four years, and 
perhaps more, will see many changes in the Executive Mansion 
which will be attributed to Jacqueline, not the President. 


Some of these will be relatively minor ones, affecting the 
domestic affairs of the President and his family, while other 
changes will be major ones, affecting the social customs of all 


Americans. 


The White House today copes with events from Easter egg- 
rolling to huge state dinners, but the housekeeping staff is now 
supplemented by the State Department's protocol staff, cutting 
down on demands of the first lady.

NEW YORK, (WNS)—Rising 
living costs are making more 
families seek ways to reduce 
living costs. 


Here are six hints on trim- 
ming costs in common areas of 
family expense, as suggested by 
household budget experts: 


1. Be a wise shopper. This is 
particularly important in food, 
which accounts for -about one 
third of the average family's 
normal expenses. Some hints: 
Always use a shopping list, plan 
your meals for a week so that 
as little as possible goes to 
waste, learn the various cuts 
of meat and how to cook them, 
learn to be versatile in your 
cooking so you can make use 
of everything you buy, from 
beet tops to watermelon rinds. 


2. Time your buying. Most de- 
partment stores run sales at 
regular intervals throughout the 
year — fur sales traditionally 
come in January and August, 
clearance sales in January and 
July, white sales in January and 
May. Wherever possible post- 
pone your buying until you can 
benefit from these sales, where 
savings can average anywhere 
from 10 to 25 per cent. 


3. Cut auto costs. Reduce gas 
and oil bills by planning to use 
the car so that errands for 
every member of the family 
can be done at the same time. 
Adopt all other familiar savings, 
from driving at the most 
economical speeds to careful 
parking to preserve tires. 


4. Cut vacation costs. lf 
you're entitled to two weeks 
with pay, spend the first week 
out of town to get a change 
of scenery. For the second week 
consider using facilities in and 
around your own town: Parks, 
sight-seeing spots, restaurants 
yournever normally get to, etc. 


And if all members of the 
family can arrange it, think 
about taking your vacation in 
an off-season. Everything will 
be cheaper and you will find 
yourself without crowds to fight. 


5. Walk to work where that’s 
possible. But at least walk to the 
train from home, and to your 
office from the train. You'll not 
only save all or part of rising 
transportation costs; you'll 
probably enjoy better health, 
which can be translated into 
lower doctor bills.

WASHINGTON—Attorney General Robert F. Ken- 
nedy Wednesday picked a prosecutor of corruption in 


Suffolk County, N.Y., as 


his chief lieutenant in a 


stepped-up drive against organized crime. 


Elwyn Silberling, of Hunting- 
ton, N.Y., will head the organ- 
ized crime section of the Justice 
department’s Criminal Division. 


A Democrat, Silberling was 
named to the Suffolk post by the 
Republican state administration 
to clean up scandals involving, 
among others, Republican lead- 
ers in the county in 1957. 


Silberling is 36 years old and 
is a graduate of Harvard College 
and Law School. 


ANTI-CRIME PROGRAM 


Kennedy has made the fight 
against organized crime perhaps 
his number one priority. In his 
first 10 days in office he has, 
without public announcement, set 
in motion a substantially new 
anti-crime program. 


The basic new technique Ken- 
nedy is using is to pick out a 
relatively few targets—the most 
important criminals in the coun- 
try—and throw against them the 
full weight of the many govern- 
ment agencies with investigative 
powers. 


In the past there have been 
‘many reports of lack of coopera- 
tion among the investigative 
agencies. These include the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation and 
_Immigration Service, the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service intelligence 
division and the Treasury de- 
partment’s norcotics agents, al- 
cohol and tobacco unit and secret 
service. 


NEW EAGERNESS 


Justice department lawyers say 
there has been a sharp change 
in the last two weeks in the 
reception they get at some of 
these investigative agencies. Ev- 
erywhere, they say, they find 
““eagerness to cooperate.” 


» The plan is for the govern- 
“ment’s top investigators to get 
together with Kennedy and agree 
on the main targets in organized 
crime. As many as 100 top crim 
inals may be selected. 


When John Doe is selected as 
a target on this master list, every 
investigative agency will send ev- 
erything it has on him to the Jus- 
tice department. The organized 
crime section will look through 
the material and decide what, if 
any, possibility seems open for 
prosecution—tax evasion or nar- 
cotics for example. 


LINE OF ATTACK 


At that point orders will go back 
to the investigative agencies to 
dig deep on that line of attack 
against John Doe—‘To investigate 
the guy up to his eyeballs,” as 
one lawyer put it today. 


The work is already well under 
way. Kennedy is deeply involved 
in it. One lawyer in the organized 
crime section said today that the 
attorney general had taken ‘‘per- 
sonal charge.” 


Kennedy has spent a great deal 
of his time reading through files. 
He has ordered new investigations 
in at least twenty cases already. 


_MAY DOUBLE STAFF 
The anti-crime drive is likely to 
call for substantial budget boosts. 
-The organized crime section, 
‘which now has a staff of 24, may 
be doubled. More Internal Reve- 
nue and perhaps other agents will 
. be required. 
There may also be calls for leg- 
islation to provide new federal 


weapons against organized crime. ' 


Kennedy and his deputy, Byron 
White, are now considering sev- 
eral proposals and may well send 
some to Congress. 


HOFFA IS PROBLEM 


A special problem in the crimi- 
nal field is presented by James B. 
Hoffa of the Teamsters Union. He 
was the special target of Kennedy 
when the attorney general was 
counsel to the Senate committee 
on improper practices in labor and 

_ management.

PRESS RUNS CUT 


The union last month reached 
agreement with newspaper pub- 
lishers, covering deliverymen who 
work directly for the papers and 
handle the bulk of the city circu- 
lation. The seven major Manhat- 
tan dailies were closed for 19 
days in. 1958 by a strike of the 
Deliverers Union. 


The Publishers Association of 
New York sought to get around 
the wholesalers strike by using 
trains to get their papers outside 
the city. Special pickup points 
were established for suburban 
news dealers, 


No delays were reported in 
press times of the affected papers, 
although in a few instances press 
runs were curtailed slightly be- 
cause of the decrease in subur- 
ban circulation.

Morning papers affected by the 
strike were the Times, Herald 
Tribune, Daily News, Mirror, Wall 
Street Journal, Journal of Com- 
merce and several foreign dailies.

Times Suit 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (UPI) — 
A 12-man jury awarded Montgom- 
ery Mayor Earl James $500,000 
Wednesday night in libel dam- 
ages for a full page advertisement 
in the New York Times. 


The all-white jury deliberated 
for one hour and 45 minutes. 


The award equaled the largest 
settlement in the history of Ala- 
bama., Last November, 12 white 
men awarded Police Commission- 
er L. B. Sullivan a similar amount 
in his case against the Times and 
the four Negro co-defendants. 


SHAKES HANDS 


James, smiling and shaking 
hands at the return of the verdict, 
said he had ‘‘no comment” on the 
decision. 


Attorneys for the Times said 
they would appeal the case—to the 
U.S. Supreme Court if necessary. 


Earlier circuit Judge Walter B. 
Jones told the jurors they could 
render any of three verdicts—all 
defendants innocent or guilty or 
the Negro ministers innocent and 
the Times guilty. 


The suit named as co-defend- 
ants the Revs. Ralph Abernathy 
and Solomon B. Seay Sr. of Mont- 
gomery, Fred Shuttlesworth of 
Birmingham and J. S. Lowery of 
Mobile. 


BY MAYOR JAMES 


The $500,000 suit was filed by 
Montgomery Mayor Earl James 
who claimed a full page adver- 
tisement in the March 29, 1960 
edition of the Times “severely 
damaged” his reputation as chief 
executive of this Deep South cap- 
ital. 


Another suit arising from the 
same ad has been filed by Parks 
Commissioner Frank Parks. 


In the closing arguments, 
James’ attorney Roland Nach- 
man urged the jury to award the 
mayor $500,000 ‘‘to show the 
freedom of the press cannot be 
debased by a license to lie.” 


“NO EFFORT TO CHECK” 


*‘The advertisement is replete 
with lies. It is a pack of lies,” 
Nachman said, emphasizing the 
testimony shows the newspaper 
made no effort whatsoever to 
check the accuracy of the adver- 
tisement.” 


Times attorney Eric Embry of 
Birmingham said the suit was 
filed ‘‘for the agrandizement of 
the mayor’s attorneys.”

WASHINGTON (AP)—Arrest of 
an employe of Qantas Empire Air- 
ways in the theft of $100,000 from 
a safe in the Australian airline’s 


San Francisco office was an- 
nounced here Wednesday night by 
Atty.

The FBI identified the man ar- 
rested as James Leslie Chapman, 
26, a cargo agent for Qantas. The 
FBI said some of the money was 
recovered from safe deposit boxes 
where Chapman had placed it, but 
it was not known whether all of 
it was recovered. 


The stolen currency was part of 
a shipment of $180,000 sent via 
British Overseas Airways from a 
Hong Kong bank to the Crocker- 
Anglo Bank in San Francisco. One 
muslin-covered packet contained 
$100,000, another $80,000. 


It arrived after banking hours 
last Wednesday, Jan. 25, and was 
placed in the Qantas safe. A mid- 
night check showed it intact, but 
at noon Thursday when the safe 
was opened again the $100,000 
package was missing, although 
the $80,000 packet was still in the 
safe. 


Chapman was arrested Wednes- 
day morning in a San Francisco 
Turkish bath and, the announce- 
ment said, he took the agents to 
his Burlingame, Calif., home and 
showed them where he had hid- 
den the keys to three safe deposit 
boxes in which he had placed the 
stolen money. One of the boxes 
was in the Crocker-Anglo Bank.

“Howard, Lopez and Gonder 
mean as much to our ball club 
as any other ball players,”’ said 
Dan Topping, Yankee president, 
in a formal statement, “and we 
would like very much to have the 
whole team under one roof.”

Toppming’s statement came 
after a leading St. Petersburg 
Negro, Dr. Ralph Wimbish, had 
urged the Yankees and St. Louis 
Cardinals to help end segrega- 
tion in hotels and restaurants in 
the Florida city.

Ranking along with Marconi’s 
wireless and Gina Lollobrigida 
as Italian imports that Ameri- 


cans have endorsed without res- 
ervations—is pizza. 


Although the crusty, pungent 
pizza probably came into being 
long before, the first men- 
tion of the subject occurs in 
a Seventeenth Century cook 
book compiled by Monza Tosta. 


Legend says that King Ferd- 
inand saw cook book writer 
Tosta patting dough into rounds, 
topping it with tomato sauce 
and then baking the fragrant 
morsels in a brick oven. 


Ferdinand knew a good dish 
(including some that were not 
strictly culinary) when he saw 
one. The King installed an oven 
at his own court, summoned 
Tosta and was soon serving 
pizza to the appreciative blue 
bloods of the court. 


The tomato pie soon became 
as important to Italian palates 
as pasta. But as good cooks are 
apt to do, there were many 
variations and improvements 
soon made on Tosta’s original 
tomato version. 


“WO CRUST TYPES 


The two most important 
schools of Italian pizza soon de- 
fined themselves as the Sicilian 
variety and the Neopolitan type. 
The pizza that comes from 
Naples has a crust that is thin 
and chewy. In Sicily the crust 
that is worth its sauce is spongy 
and breaklike in nature. 


In the late Nineteenth Century 
pizza came to this country via 
immigrants who began making 
it in their own homes. In 1895 
it was easy to count pizza 
restaurants accurately — there 
was only one. Today, as nearly 
as can be totaled, pizza empori- 
ums number about 15,000. The 
air is littered with these 
tomato-topped flying saucers. 


Since pizza is as nutritious as 
it is delicious, why not serve 
it several times during the 
week? It’s fine fare for luncheon, 
as well as dinner — and there's 
nary a palate, young or old, that 
won't be tempted by the Inter- 
national flavorings. 

The taste buds, for example, 
are always ripe for a nutritious, 
filling pizza, which can be 
baked with mouthwatering top- 
pings. Work in ‘dishing up’ this 
treat is kept to a minimum, 


Most pizza mixes contain a 
bag of blended flour mix, a 
packet of yeast and a can of 
tomato sauce that adds spice to 
everyone’s culinary life.

Pizza is also the type of en- 
tree that can be served on the 
spur of the moment. Although 
it's a delicious idea to top it 
with fresh foods, canned and 
frozen foods which are stored at 
home, plus leftovers, can be 
equally tempting as toppings. 
Complete the pizzas with a salad 
and any type of beverage. 


ADVENTUROUS GOURMET 


The truly adventurous gour- 
met can even throw an Interna- 
tional Pizza party. Decorations 
should include typical symbols 
from the country where the 
pizza topping originates. 


Simple Japanese lanters can 
complement ‘Oriental Pizza.’

aware of the vitamin content 
of the foods and the importance 
of it in the daily diet. 


With this information in mind, 
you will be watching the vita- 
min A content in dark green 
and yellow vegetables such as 
carrots, sweet potatoes, chard, 
collards, kale, mustard and 
turnip greens. These vegetables 
also show appreciable amounts 
of calcium, iron, riboflavin and 
vitamin C, 


Cabbage is available through- 
out the year and in great quan- 
tities. It is economical and rich 
in vitamin C. Other foods rich 
in this important vitamin in- 
clude the citrus fruits and toma- 
toes. 


DRIED LEGUME VALUE 


Dry beans and peas have their 
place in the daily diet because 
of their rich content of pro- 
teins, iron, food energy and 
certain B vitamins. These foods 
are low in cost and high in 
value—a good bargain. 


Most milk is fortified with 
vitamin A and D for extra val- 
ue and at the same time, the 
important food carries liberal 
amounts of protein, calcium and 
riboflavin. 


And don’t forget that sun- 
light destroys the riboflavin. 
so don’t leave those bottles on 
the door step too long each 
morning. 


Another protein rich food is 
meat and the price depends on 
the cut, grade and kind of 
meat. Pork is rich in thiamin. 

With these rules in mind, you 


can bring home bigger and bet- 
ter bargains next week. 


WRAP THE TURKEY 


If you are planning a turkey 
dinner and you want a cook- 
ing method that saves time, 
keeps the oven clean and pro- 
duces a juicy bird, wrap the 
bird in foil. 


Splice two widths of foil 
together for turkeys over twenty 
pounds, Lay turkey on its back 
in middie of foil. Brush all 
over with soft shortening. 


Place smamt! folds of foil oven 
ends of legs and tail to pre- 
vent puncturing. Bring long ends 
of foil up over bread and over- 
lap 3-inches or more. Press this 
top foil down close to turkey 
and close open ends by folding 
foil from bottom up and over the 
top foil. 


Let it extend up to 2 to 4- 


ike so that drippings will not 
run isto pan. Do not seal air 
tight. Do not use more foil than 
necessary to just cover the bird. 


By opening the foil, then clos- 
ing it again, you can judge the 
progress of the bird. When the 
roasting’s half done, bird should 
look moist and puffed but with 
little or no browning. From here 
on, flesh will soften. 


Set the oven at 450 degrees

Open and fold back the foil

turkey is done, it should read 
190 degrees F. 


You can prevent the skin over 
the neck cavity from darkening 
by covering with cheesecloth 
dipped in unsalted shortening.
